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Open Letter to Bernard M. Baruch, Chairman of 
War Industries Board 


My dear Sir: 

In the Official Bulletin, issued by the Committee 
on Public Information, under date of September 12, 
we read of your regular conference with the Wash- 
ington newspaper correspondents and we note that 


you are quoted— 


“‘He said that he believed a good shoe could 
be made to sell at $3.50 a pair.” 


We frankly differ with you and as a means of 
stopping the further progress of a most detrimental 
statement, which if allowed to go unchallenged 
would result in a pernicious unsettling of the public 
mind, as to the values of footwear in the year 1918, 
we write this open letter to reach both yourself and 
those newspapers of the country which have already 
given emphasis to the idea that good shoes can be 
obtained nationally at $3.50 per pair. 

Much depends on the definition of the word ‘‘Good.” 
The word good has many meanings and shades of 
meanings. - It is assumed that a virtuous, law-abiding, 
serviceable shoe is what you have in mind, as well as 
what that politically-inclined shoe manufacturer had 
in mind some years ago when he uttered the remark 
that ‘“‘No more value could be put into a shoe than 
$3.50.” The statement was wrong then. It is doubly 
‘wrong today. 

A shoe may be good to look at, like a pretty girl;

or to handle, like a piece of silk; it may be good to 
sell in Boston, like a copper stock in normal times, 
but the vulgar and ordinary sense of the goodness or 
worth of a shoe is its durability and its degree of comfort 
and satisfaction to the wearer. 


It is pure nonsense to believe that any large part 
of the American public can get a shoe of any sort of 
serviceability for $3.50. 


“‘Skins” may be as numerous now as then, but hides 
are fewer and all the elements that enter into the 
making of a shoe—men, materials, machinery and 
merchandising—have grown more and more expensive. 
I think it is true that nobody accepts the Chairman of 
the War Industries Board as an authority on shoe- 
making. It is not to be expected that his genius or 
training would make him such. Shoemaking is a 
highly technical business, intensely competitive and 
conducted on a basis of common sense plus cost 
figuring. 

If in your mind you are thinking of the $3.50 shoe 
of ten years ago, then let us give you the definite 
factory cost figures of the year 1908 and let us then 
take the same shoe, ingredient for ingredient, and 
show you what it costs to build it today. Here are 
the figures and they are verified from records kept by 
the “Boot and Shoe Recorder.” If these figures seem 
inadequate, we can refer you to the recent investiga-

This, then, is the “why” shoes cost more. We are 
but endeavoring to satisfy the fundamental inclination 
of all minds to seek enlightenment. We possibly are 
in a fortunate position in being able to give this 
information with the degree of authority that our 
thirty-five years of research service has established. 

The world. has moved on in the interim between 
1908 and 1918, but it is a strange fact that grown-up 
minds often seize upon a statement made years ago 
and think that it applies pretty well today. You 
well know the damage made by the statement—“*The 
Public be Damned”—and we have long felt that 
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Preserve the splendid relics of Chateau-Thierry, They're too precious to be lost to the world 


through German frightfulness. “Lend—the Way they Fight,” with all you have and all you 


are. Buy “Fighting Fourth” Liberty Bonds! 
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there would be a new eruption of the “old $3.50 
fallacy.” 

These figures do not connote industrial omniscience, 
but we do know that any shoe man, with a rudimen- 
tary knowledge of the technique of the shoe trade, 
knows that no real wearing value for the average 
American can be obtained in a shoe for $3.50 today. 

We have made our figures on the basis of a man’s 
shoe, but the run of costs is almost co-equal in women’s 
shoe manufacture. We could go through the 1200 or 
more shoe factories in this country in a vain search 
for a “volume shoe” selling at the factory at $3.50 in 
a good value, much less retailing at that figure. The 
price of shoes has been the objective point for many a 
vigorous expression of opinion, and it is our sincere 
hope that men in National places will learn to tap 
those springs of information which will give them 
some proper premise for the utterance of profound 
economic truths. The human interest in shoe prices 
is universal, but we still contend that no nation on 
the face of the globe gives to its people footwear as 
cheap in price, in comparison with the daily wage, 
as does the United States. 

Of late it appears that the Patron Saint of shoe- 
making, instead of being St. Crispin is St. Vitus, 
through the oft-necessity of the members of the craft 
rushing to Washington for conference, and we heartily 
commend you to anybody in the trade there assembled 
for further enlightenment as to a good shoe to sell at 
$3.50 a pair to the public.

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Census Taken of Leather on Hand 
Results of May 31 Supplies of Material 

Washington, D. C.—The Bureau of the Census of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce has just made public the results of the census 
of leather stocks on hand and in transit in the United States on 
May 31, taken at the request of the war boards. 

This marks a departure from anything the bureau has hereto- 
fore done in regard to the compilation of statistics of the leather 
industry. More than 26,000 schedules were sent to manufac- 
turers of boots and shoes, gloves, harness and saddlery, and to 
dealers in leather and tanners. Efforts were made to secure data 
from every establishment using leather in any form, and schedules 
were also sent to manufacturers of automobiles, carriages and 
wagons, repair shops and similar establishments where there 
might be some use made of leather. 

While a large number of schedules were sent out, only a few 
establishments reported stocks of leather on hand. While 
efforts were made to secure first-hand information, dealers or man- 
ufacturers reporting to the Tanners’ Council were instructed to 
report to the bureau only such stocks as were not tabulated by the 
council. The council, then, turned over to the bureau the re- 
sults compiled from the reports sent to it by its members, thus 
giving the bureau two sources of information. Reports were 
received direct from 3,266 concerns which do not report to the 
council. 

Following is a table showing the total stocks reported to the 
council and the bureau by the leather dealers, the number of skins 


being given in each case:

No Styles from Canada 
Chairman Baruch Warns Retail Shoe Merchants 


Shoe retailers are not to be permitted to camouflage and get 
around the orders of the Conservation Division, promulgated for 
the Fall and Spring, and the new orders shortly to be announced 
through the office of Chairman Baruch of the War Industries 
Board, by bringing in “Millinery Styles” from Canada. This 
program according to Mr. Baruch will be nipped in the bud. 


Import Licenses Revoked for 
Infringement on Conservation Program 


The attention of Mr. Baruch was called to the proposal of a 
New York retailer to resort to this means of getting in shoes to 
meet the demands of his trade. The War Industries Board be- 
lieves that this would give such retailers an advantage over those 
who would not or could not import shoes in the same manner, 
and would not be in keeping with the spirit of the regulations. 
At the same time, the attention of the War Trade Board is to be 
called to this proposal to the end that import licenses will be 
refused where the shoes do not conform with the conservation 


program. 





New Leather Sub-Division 
New Line-Up of Departments Under U. S. Q. C. 


The War Department authorizes the following: 

Brigadier-General R. E. Wood, Acting Quartermaster General 
and Director of Purchase and Storage, has organized a Leather 
Subdivision in the Clothing and Equipage Division of the Quar- 
termaster Corps. This new sub-division is in charge of Major 
J. C. Byron and includes the shoe branch of which Geo. R. Harsh 
is in charge; the Leather and Fur Clothing Branch, Capt. W. W. 
Wheeler in charge; and the Harness Branch, Capt. A. F. Cochran 
in charge. The Hide and Leather Control Branch of the Clothing 
and Equipage Division has been abolished, and its personnel, 
records and equipment have been transferred to the new sub- 
division. The personnel, records and equipment of the Harness 
Branch of the Vehicles and Harness Division have also been trans 
ferred to the Leather sub-division. 





Officers’ Boot Specifications Issued 


Supplies to Be Sold Direct to 
Commissioned Men 


Washington, D. C.—Bids will be opened October 1 by the 
Quartermaster Corps of the Army for officers’ soft leg Goodyear 
welt dress boots and officers’ combination Goodyear welt service 
boots. The quantities desired have not been announced, but will 
not be in excess of 5,000 pairs of the former and 25,000 pairs 
of the service boots.

N the floor of the Michigan Retail Shoe Dealers’ Con- 
O vention, a merchant told of a customer who came to his 

store, bought $27 worth of shoes, tendering in payment 
a $50 Liberty Bond. The change was made and the transaction 
closed. 

Then came a flood of customers who apparently had heard of 
the transaction and tendered Liberty Bonds in payment where 
only one or two pairs had been purchased. This merchant awoke 
to the situation and put an end to the practice so far as his store 
was concerned. 


Where the Merchant 
Can Help 

It developed that many of the merchants present had had 
similar experiences. 

J. E. Wilson, the Walk-Over shoeman of Detroit, told a story 
about like this: A foreigner came to his store saying that he 
would buy two pairs of shoes (one for himself and one for his 
wife) providing that the store would take the pay out of a $50 
Liberty Bond. The matter was referred to Mr. Wilson, who said 
to the man that if he needed the two pairs of shoes and did not 
have the money to pay for them that they could probably arrange 
some credit basis by which he could get the shoes and pay for 
them later. But the man said it was not that—he was employed 
in one of the large industrial plants in Detroit and during the 
former Liberty Loan drive it had been put squarely up to him 
that he must buy the bond; that that plant was to be a 100 per 
cent bond buying institution; other plants were doing the same 
thing, so it was useless to quit. He said that he therefore bought 
the bond, but did not want it. 

Mr. Wilson spent some time in explaining to the man just 
what a Liberty Bond meant to him, to his wife, to the company

he worked for, to the city of Detroit, to the State, to the Nation, 
to his native land (he was an Italian), and to the world. The 
man kept the bond, bought the two pairs of shoes. When he 
went to pay for them he pulled a large roll of bills from his 
pocket, all in large denominations—hundreds, fifties and twen- 
ties. 


Taught to 
Save His Money 


Then Mr. Wilson did another good thing. He explained to 
the Italian that, by carrying the money in his pocket, he was 
subjecting himself to hold-up and his house to pillage, and that 
he was also keeping the money out of circulation, and just to that 
extent making it harder for business to. be carried on, and so 
persuaded him to deposit the money in bank. 

He thereupon took the man to his banker, where he was intro- 
duced and an account opened. The man by this time had really 
learned the value and meaning of Liberty Bonds, so he bought 
another $100 Bond on the spot. Two weeks later one of the 
salesmen called Mr. Wilson from his office, telling him that the 
man was back in the store asking for him. 

Mr. Wilson was a little uneasy, thinking that probably the 
man had again become dissatisfied with the bonds, or had be- 
come suspicious of the bank and so would wish to withdraw his 
money. However, when he went down on to the floor and met 
the man, he was greeted with a smile and the man waved in his 
face another Liberty Bond, saying that he had found by econo- 
mizing that he could buy a $50 bond every two weeks and he 
was so doing. He thanked Mr. Wilson for his interest in explain- 
ing to him the real purpose and value of Liberty Bonds and for 
getting him started into investing his surplus money in them.

Herein lies a lesson for Liberty Bond salesmen, managers of 
industrial plants, as well as for shoe merchants. It is one thing 
to get a man’s money in exchange for a Liberty Bond, while it 
is quite another thing really to sell-a man, especially a man 
foreign born, trained to the ideas of an autocratic Government 
rather than to the broad principles of a Democratic Government, 
the real idea and principle of our own Liberty Bond. Were the 
sale correctly made in the first place, there would be far less 
inclination on the part of these people to later want to exchange 
their bonds for merchandise.

Final Draft of Style and Price Regu- 
lations 
Will Reveal Many Changes from Original Form 


A committee of the shoe trades was in Washington Thursday 
of this week to go over what is hoped to be a final draft of the 
proposed new style and price regulations. It develops that a 
number of changes have been made in the regulations as agreed 
upon by the several branches of the trade, and as printed in some 
of the papers, and these are to be ratified by the shoe men. 

Among the matters that have been held in abeyance is the 
action to be taken with respect to shoes now on retailers’ shelves, 
maximum prices, and keeping retailers from moving their shoes 
up into Class A so as to get highest tariff the merchandise will 
stand. 


State Councils of Defense Designated 
as “‘The Liberty Shoe Police”’ 


Representatives of the State Councils of Defense in each 
community are to be charged with the duty of seeing to it that 
the spirit of the proposed new regulations are lived up to by the 
retailers. They are to be “The Liberty Shoe Police’ and when a 
customer complains of overcharge they are to search back by 
means of serial numbers (which will thereafter appear in these 
shoes), through to the manufacturer, find out costs, and if the 
retail selling price is unreasonable that fact is to be communi- 
cated to Washington, whereupon the retailer will have diffi- 
culty getting any more shoes to sell at any price. 


Democratic Nominee for Governor 
A Shoe Manufacturer 


With the Democratic nomination on Tuesday last of Richard 
H. Long, of Framingham, Mass., as Governor of Massachusetts, 
another member of the shoe trade steps into political prominence. 

Richard H. Long is a shoe manufacturer of men’s shoes at 
Framingham, Mass., and won in the State Primaries by a vote 
of 23,567, his plurality over Col. Gaston and Lt.-Gov. Barry, 
the other two candidates, being 2,584. Richard H. Long was 
born in Weymouth, in which town his father was a well-known 
shoe manufacturer. He conducted business in Belchertown, 
Mass., for a while, later moving his plant to Framingham.

Use of 7 to 8 Iron Sole Leather 


Shoe manufacturers who have given contracts and find it 
difficult to secure the necessary amount of seven to eight iron 
sole leather of the proper solidity required for the top soles 
are being advised by the Hide, Leather and Tanning Materials 
Section of the War Industries Board, in a letter being sent out 
by Thomas Cover, Jr., in charge of sole leather, that they will be 
able to get this class of leather by writing to the tanners who 
tan packer cows. 

“We have been assured by the Tanners’ Council,’”’ Mr. Cover 
states, “That the cowhide tanners would be willing to throw 
out in the rough all of their eight-iron leather, and firm same up 
to Government standard by giving it a heavy rolling, provided 
they had firm orders in hand for same. The tanners of this 
class of stock naturally hesitate, without business in hand, to 
make their leather firmer than is required in the regular chan- 
nels in which it is usually used.” .

Manufacturers Meet in Executive 
Session 


Hold Sessions on War Regulations Prior to 
Final O. K. of War Industries Board 


One of the most important and interesting meetings of the 
Executive Committee of the National Boot and Shoe Manu- 
facturers’ Association was held at Rochester, September 19 and 
20. The following resolution was presented: 

“Resolved, that the Executive Committee of the National 
Boot and Shoe Manufacturers’ Association in meeting assembled 
at Rochester, New York, this 19th day of September, 1918, after 
having considered the conclusions relating to the added regula- 
tions and restrictions upon the shoe industry, arrived at by 
the representatives of this association in conference with Mr. 
C. F. C. Stout, chief of the Hide, Leather and Tanning Material 
Section of the War Industries Board at Washington, September 
12 and 13, 1918, does hereby approve and authorize the presi- 
dent and secretary of this association to sign the same. 

“Further resolved, that we strongly acquiesce in the work 
of the War Industries Board to encourage thrift on the part of 
the people and pledge our earnest co-operation and patriotic 
support of the Board to accomplish it and renew our pledge of 
patriotic support and service to the Government and its function- 
ing departments to make further sacrifices to win the war and for 
an early victory.” 


On Cartons 
and Credit 


The regulation of the manufacture and use of cartons was 
made the subject of a resolution. 

It was recommended to manufacturers as an aid to the War 
Industries Board in “releasing capital,” that “terms be stabilized 
on a net thirty-day basis, fifteen days extra for poipts over one 
thousand miles.” 

It was also recommended that “In the future only such dis- 
count be given.for prepayment in less than thirty days as will 
represent a reasonable prerhium for cash, the general opinion 
being that one per cent, ten days, with reasonable extension for 
distances beyond one thousand miles, is sufficient.” 


Recommends 
‘Trade Acceptances”’ 

In considering and discussing the “‘Advisability of adopting 
trade acceptances,” the meeting recommended the use of trade 
acceptances, “especially with non-discounting accounts, using 
extreme care not to allow their use to extend time of payment.”

The action of the Conservation Division 

of the War Industries Board, restricting 
“the output of rubber footwear by the 

discontinuance of styles, as was fully 
reported on page 22 of last week’s “Boot 
and Shoe Recorder,” is more astounding 
in sound than in reality. The report goes 
into astonishing figures, among them that 
5,500 styles will be eliminated. How so 
many. styles can be found is puzzling 
some of the manufacturers, the only so- 
lution offered being that each size and each 
width is counted as a “‘style.” 

But the fact is that there has been a 
great multiplication of styles in rubbers 
of late years, for which two principal 
reasons are assigned: First, the great 
variety of lasts and heights of heels in 
leather shoes; and second, the rivalry of 
competition. However, the restrictions 
are mainly confined to boots and arctics, 
or to variations of styles in rubbers which 
are virtually duplicates of others, except 
in changes in the smaller details, such as 
rolled edges, fleece linings, etc. There is 
no doubt of the allowable kinds being 
sufficient to fit leather footwear, though 
dealers will find some trouble in getting 
felt and jersey cloth goods, while boots 
will be very scarce. This last, however, 
has been anticipated by the entire trade, 
because all available boot makers have 
been needed for the demands of the 
Government for the Army and Navy.

Kreiger Shoe Co., Inc., 
to Develop Output of 
Approximately 3,000 Pairs Weekly 


A new factory has been added to the 
branch of the shoe industry in Brooklyn, the 
plant being that of the Kreiger Shoe Co., 
Inc. The factory located at 351 Classon 
Avenue will be devoted to the making of 
children’s shoes and will develop an output 
of approximately 3,000 pairs per week. 
E. P. Weaver, who is associated with 
Powell & Campbell and is well known in 
the shoe trade, is in control of the corpora- 
tion. Work on manufacture started some 
weeks ago and the first product will be 
ready for the market within’ the’ next 
fortnight. The shoes will range in price 
from $1.25 to 2.50 and the line is some- 
what compact, being most strongly repre- 
sented in the class of school and service 
shoes as well as a special ankle support 
shoe. The distribution will be to the 
jobbing as well as to the retail trade and 
sufficient orders are already on hand to 
keep the plant fully occupied for a good 
while to come. 


POSSIBLE SHORTAGE 
IN HOSIERY 


Spring Season Business 
Presents Many Problems 


Shortage of merchandise and difficulties 
of production are by no means confined 
to the shoe trade. Mr. Geo. W. Weinman 
of Emery-Beers Co., who control the sale 
of Onyx hosiery, reports that the matter 
of business for the Spring season of 1919 
presented a great many problems. While 
the salesmen of the house are now out 
taking orders for the Spring season it is 
probable that they will be pretty well sold 
up for next Spring within the next thirty 
days. They will take orders for only such 
merchandise as they already have provided 
for because manufacturers in practically 
all grades have declined to make any 
promise to duplicate on any lines in the 
future. This is due to difficulties in pro- 
duction and especially to the uncertainty 
of a sufficient supply of yarns and raw 
material which makes it. impossible for 
hosiery mills to be assured of any given 
production. 
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Salesmen Protecting 
Their Hosiery Trade 


In order to protect their trade, their 
salesmen have sent out to many of their 
customers a letter stating that it would be 
wise to duplicate their previous season’s 
orders, allowing for such modification as 
to qualities and price as present conditions 
might make necessary. Replies to these 
letters show the retail trade realize the 
condition and many telegraph orders along 
these lines have already come into the 
house. 


BIG CALL FOR 
STITCHDOWNS 


Traveling Men Active on 
Children’s Spring Line 

Whether or not it is due to the fact that 
the stitchdown process can effect econom- 
ics the fact remains that future sales 
for the Spring in these lines are being 
booked at a rate that will, if continued, 
practically triple the business of the Solo 
Shoe Co. The traveling men are now out 
on the road with the Spring sample line 
and this influx of orders is due to their 
activities on children’s shoes, to which the 
sale is largely confined. In addition to 
the children’s lines they are receiving a 
great many orders for men’s ventilated 
oxfords. It is the ventilated feature, 
however, that is responsible for the sale 
of these oxfords because oxfords without 
it, represented in the iine, are only having 
a normal sale.

THE RETAIL 
SITUATION 


Business Generally 
Shows Steady Increase 

Business generally in the retail stores 
is showing a steady increase in volume as 
the season advances. The demand for 
Fall lines is following the generally an- 
ticipated trend. This means, in the lines 
of women’s goods, a call for the dark 
brown stocks in both kid and calf and a 
showing that is perhaps larger than was 
true last year for black leathers. Military 
heel sales predominate in low shoes for 
street and general wear. 


Reasonable Activity 
in Men’s Lines 

In men’s lines the uncertainties caused 
by the new draft are naturally having some 
effect and the volume of Fall business 
that would be normally looked for in this 
branch of selling has not developed. None 
the less, there is a reasonable activity in 
men’s lines and after the new registrants 
are satisfied either that they will or will 
not be called to the Colors the sales in 
men’s footwear will assume their proper 
volume. In all lines the retail dealers are 
reasonably well supplied with required 
stock. Anticipated shipping dates have 
had their natural result and goods are 
either on the dealers’ shelves or on the way. 


PROBLEMS IN CHILDREN’S 
SHOE MANUFACTURE 
From an 
Interview 
“Labor conditions, serious in all lines 
of shoe manufacture, are especially trying 


in the manufacture of children’s shoes” a 
manufacturer of this line of goods said a 
few days ago. ‘“‘While the earnings of 
work people on children’s shoes are as 
great as on other grades, the number of 
units handled is greater and as a result the 
work is regarded as less desirable by the 
operator. Again, the children’s lines are 
usually the breaking-in end of the game for 
help, and as a result the average force in 
children’s shoe factories is younger in 
years than in other plants, which means 
that the percentage of those called for 
military service is considerably larger. 


Not Difficult to Get 
Orders on Children’s Goods 

“Tt is never difficult these days to get 
orders for children’s goods. In fact, the 
principal problem is that of holding down 
the orders that established customers 
would like to place. So far as our own 
plant is concerned, orders are coming in 
right along from the trade in all sections 
of the country, and notwithstanding that 
prices are advancing this does not seem 
to effect volume in any particular. All 
that can be done is to take care of as much 
of this business as possible and to accept 
no business for delivery at any specified 
time.”

The fact that white is 
practically the only light shoe that can be 
made under present color regulations will 
swing a great deal of business into the 
white shoe lines. Preparations are being 
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made for our handling a big business in 
these goods.” 


Orders Coming in 
to the Grieb Mfg. Co. 

Orders are coming in right along to the 
Grieb Manufacturing Co., but a great 
many difficulties present themselves in 
the matter of production. These orders 
are all for immediate or early delivery and 
they are not taking any of them far in 
advance—none for later than January 
and February delivery, and in view of price 
fluctuations there is a considerable factor 
of chance erftering into the matter even 
at that. Production, so far as the Pal- 
myra Factory is concerned, is satisfactory, 
but at the other plants production as a 
result of labor shortage is somewhat low.

The store, 
in the form of an ell, is really two estab- 
lishments in one, the ladies’ department 
facing on Market Street, and the men’s 
section opening on Powell. Though joined 
at the rear, the two departments are dis- 
tinctive in finish and furnishings. 


Description of 
Ladies’ Department 


In the ladies’ section the Adams style 
of architecture is carried out, being prac- 
tical and rather subdued in color scheme, 
in keeping with the war times. The floor 
is richly carpeted with a heavy gray and 
black carpet of unusual conventional de- 
sign. The settees are mahogany, up- 
holstered in blue velvet with a dull gold 
stripe. These are arranged to give the 
appearance of a home sitting-room rather 


than:the long bench effect of many shoe 
stores. Wall cases and full-length mirrors 
break the long, bare wall effect of solid 
cartons and at the same time provide 
very attractive display facilities. The 
handle and step arrangement, such as is 
used at the old Walk-Over store in the 
Phelan Building, has been utilized, thus 
doing away with the necessity of ladders. 
The lobby and approach to the men’s 
department have a hardwood floor. 


Men’s Department 
Thoroughly “‘Masculine’’ 

The men’s department is as thoroughly 
masculine in appearance as the women’s 
section is feminine. It has a beam ceiling, 
the wood work is brown, and the settees 
are upholstered in rich brown velour. The 
hardwood floor is uncarpeted except 
under the settees. These are arranged 
in compartments, getting away from the 
long bench effect, and at the same time 
providing a greater seating capacity and 
extra shelf room. 


Rear Space Circular—

An interesting feature is the rear space 
in the form of a circle, from which the 
managers can see all over the store.

Windows Trimmed from an 
Upstairs Room—Windows Provide 
the Maximum Display 

One of the most interesting features, 
as far as the trade is concerned, is an 
arrangement whereby the windows are 
dressed from a little room above instead of 
it being necessary to disarrange a portion 
of the store while this work is in progress. 
With the “lightless nights” now in effect 
which necessitates windows being trimmed 
in the day time, this feature is doubly 
valuable. A stairway leads down from 
the workroom above to the back of the 
window, not passing through the store 
at all. The windows themselves are 
specially designed so as to provide the 
maximum display facilities in a minimum 
space. The windows on the Market 
Street side, sixteen feet deep, and on 
the men’s side, twelve feet, to which. the 
firm calls attention, are not so large as 
the windows of many of the Pacific Coast, 
stores, it being their opinion that the 
matter of window depth has been some- 
what overdone in the West at least. 
Handsome marquees give distinction to 
the entrances. 


Attractive 
Store Signs 

The signs across the fronts of the store 
are gold leaf on white enamel, which give 
a beautiful effect both in the day time and 
at night when light is thrown on them from 
electric reflectors at the corners of the 
marquees. Besides handsome Walk-Over 
counter-balanced signs swing out over the 
sidewalk at night; in the day time they 
are drawn back into enclosed compart- 
ments off the’ mezzanine floors. There

Good Arrangements for 
Shipments—Inter-Communicating 
Telephone System 

To overcome the difficulty of not having 
a basement, a hallway three and one-half 
feet wide is taken off the men’s store for 
receiving goods from the Powell Street 
side. Shipments are brought in through 
this entrance and sent upstairs ‘in an 
elevator to the stockrooms. Lockers are 
provided for the employees and an inter- 
communicating telephone system has been 
installed with fourteen connections. Lifts 
extend from the stockrooms to the first 
floor, whereby stock can be. made up and 
sent down without it being carried through 
the store.

‘Retail Prices Not So 
High As Expected” 

In these times when most everybody is 
kicking about the high prices of every- 
thing, to hear someone say that prices are 
not as high as expected, sounds good, to 
say the least. One of the few to “com- 
plain” of this state of affairs is the Har- 
rodsburg, Ky., paper, which recently ran 
the following editorial, headed, ‘Retail 
prices not as high as expected”: 


Governmental Regulation of 
Basic Industries Has Been Beneficial 
“Merchandising conditions have taken a 
course not anticipated a year ago. At 
that time the word had gone forth that 
there were to be so many different kinds 
of shortage that prices of all goods, includ- 
ing life’s necessities, would be sky high. 
Though prices have gone sky high in al- 
most everything, it undoubtedly is true 
that they have not gone as high as was 
expected. Several causes have exerted 
an influence in this direction, chief of 
which has been the Governmental regula- 
tion of the basic industries and the habit 
of officials and boards in prying into the 
plans and specifications of the concerns 
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that unhappily planned a raid on the public 
purse. 


“Public Opinion Is 
Against Profiteering’’ 

“Public opinion against profiteering also 
has had its effect. Nobody wants to be 
called a profiteer, and business houses are, 
as a rule, careful not to merit the epithet. 
Large numbers of retail businesses have 
not had the courage to raise prices in pro- 
portion to the increase in the wholesale 
rates. It is considered unpatriotic to 
exact undue profits from the public ‘on 
account of the war,’ and as a rule the 
people who are doing it are the corpora- 
tions and firms who do not need to deal 
directly with the public.’

The war will be won by men and ships, by guns 
and airplanes. To raise armies and supply them, 
to build the navy and support it, and to furnish 
ships and transport, we must have money in 
large amounts. The expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment for the ensuing year are estimated 
at $24,000,000,000, a sum which baffles the 
imagination to conceive. That vast amount 


must come one-third from taxes and two-thirds 
from loans. The success of the Fourth Loan, 
like those that preceded it is, therefore, abso- 
‘lutely necessary. We must work with the 
highest speed, as..if the war was to end in six 
months. We must,prepare in every direction, 
as if it was to last ‘for years. Speed and prep- 
aration are both expensive. 


Without the Loans We Cannot, Have Either 


We are fighting to secure a just, righteous and lasting peace. 
For a complete peace we must have a complete victory. It 
must not be a peace of bargain or negotiation. No peace 
which satisfies Germany can ever satisfy us. No peace that 
leaves Germany in a position to renew the war against us will 
be worth having. It will be far from sufficient to gain all our 
objects on the Western front — Belgium, Alsace-Lorraine, Italia 
Irredenta. The President with wisdom and foresight and great 
force expressed his determination to redeem Russia. Russia 


must not be left in Germany’s hands. That would mean 
another war. Poland must be free. Slav republics must be 
established to bar the way between Germany and the East. 
Serbia and Roumania must be redeemed. All these things are 
essential. Nothing will bring them but complete victory 
and a peace dictated by us and our allies. It is a conflict 
of ideas. It is the principle of evil arrayed against the principle 
of good. It is the battle of freedom and civilization against 
barbarism and tyranny. We must win and we shall win.

“Just as soon as I finish up my present 
orders for boots, which will be next month, 
I expect to begin on oxfords, and to make 
them for the trade for the remainder of this 
year, and all of next year. I find that 
my customers are stocking up on spats, 
which strengthens my belief that oxfords 
are coming right along the road.” 


Seventy Per Cent of Linings 
Are for Low Shoes 


“There is substance to the story that 
oxfords are coming right along the road,” 
says the manager of a linings factory in 
Lynn, “for 70 per cent of the linings that 
we are cutting these days are for low shoes. 
A year ago, 100 per cent of the linings we 
were cutting were for boots.” 


Eight-Inch Boots 
Are Betwixt and Between 


‘‘We expect no business on eight-inch 
boots,” says a Lynn designer. ‘“‘We’ve 
made samples of them, and after looking 
at them, cannot consistently recommend 


them to our customers. However, some 
other fellows may «do better with eight- 
inch boots. ; 

“But it certainly looks to us,” he con- 
tinued, “‘as if eight-inch boots are betwixt 
and between, and being one thing or the 
other will not sell. And our customers 
are apparently of the same opinion, for 
they are jumping from nine-inch boots to 
oxfords. “ 


Too Little Height 
Too Much Length 


An interesting study of proportion in 
footwear is furnished by the eight-inch 
boots, the limit in the height of boots de- 
creed by the W. I. B. 

A sample of a nine-inch boot, for some 
time the prevailing style, and still being 
worn, measured nine inches high, and 
being No. 4B in size was nine and one- 
half inches in length. So the height and 
the length were.in good proportion, as 
proportion goes in shoes. 

Now comes eight-inch boots, which be- 
ing made in No. 4B sample sizes,.are nine 
and one-half inches long and eight inches 
high, and there is some lack of proportion 
between the length and the width, which 
does not satisfy the eye accustomed to 
fair proportions. 

The lack of proportion becomes much 
more marked in the larger sizes, for a No. 
7 boot will be ten and one-half inches long 
and only eight inches high, and the eye 
will not readily adapt itself to these pro- 
portions any more than it does to a 1914 
automobile after getting accustomed to a 
1918 model.

THE FITTING 
OF AN OXFORD 


Important Points 
to Be Observed 


One of Haverhill’s manufacturers of 
women’s footwear, in speaking of the im- 
portance of ankle-fitting qualities in ox- 
fords, said: ‘“The top line of the oxford 
must keep away from the ankle bone yet 
insure the close fitting so necessary in this 
pattern. The curved line, which clears 
the ankle bone will do the trick. The top 


will not gape open when the wearer is walk- 
ing. If the top is cut straight, there will 
be too much leather from the front to the 
back of the shoe. On the other hand, if 
there is too much curve the top will not 
hug the ankle.”

Illustrating 
the Point 
‘Here is a sample,”’ continued the man- 
ufacturer, holding up a woman’s white 
oxford, ‘‘that shows too much ‘dip’ at the 


top of the ankle line. This is the reason 
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for its. rejection. Oxford patterns to fit’ 
well must-have not too much nor too little 
leather in the top. The designer must 
always have in mind the importance of a 
snug fit around the ankle, and at the same 
time, the insurance of comfort to the wear- 
er. Women’s oxfords properly designed 
are a joy to the merchant, through the 
satisfaction which they give to his cus- 
tomers. Improperly designed oxfords are 
trade losers for any merchant.

Army Leathers Active 


The Boston leather market is far from 
active, for the reason that such leather as 
can be used in shoes made for the Govern- 
ment has already been sold or contracted 
for, and little or none of the best qualities 
of heavy stock is offered for sale. This 
places the civilian 
shoes at a heavy disadvantage... The 
consumer shoe demand is heaviest for 
fine and medium qualities. The people 
have money to buy the best, and the best 
is wanted. But manufacturers find that 
while there is plenty, and perhaps a surplus 
of low-grade leathers, the best leathers are 
scarce and very high. Again, many man- 
ufacturers of civilian shoes have orders on 
hand for shoes still to be made, and as 
these orders were taken at lower leather 
costs, and as the manufacturers have no 
opportunity to revise their prices, they 
are endeavoring with but little succéss to 
find suitable leather to fill these orders 
without a heavy loss.

With Most Sales 
at Maximum 


The demand for sole leather for Army 
and Navy shoes is taking all the best sole 
leather in the heavier weights and this at 
the full or near maximum prices. Hem- 
lock packer slaughter is quoted at 56c for 
No. 1, 54c for No. 2 and 52¢ for No. 3.

Some of the best tannages have sold a few 
cents higher. Medium and light weights 
run about 53, 51 and 48 to 49c.

Thus the demand 
is sufficient for practically all fair and good 
leathers offered, with prices firm. Packer

The Boston hide market shows but little 
change since last week. Offerings are not 
heavy, and as arule all sales are at maxi- 
mum. Ohio and Middle West buffs sell 
at 2lc and extremes 22c. Southerns are 
selling better, especially Northerns, which 
are quoted at 19)4c and 201%c, with middle 
and far South 1 and 2c less. 

The Chicago packer hide market con- 
tinues quiet, owing to the scarcity of 
offerings. Native steers and native cows, 
all weights, are quoted at maximum, but 
in the absence of the hides, no transac- 
tions are reported. It is much the same 
with Texas steers. Some native bulls 
have sold, but as a rule, the market jis 
somnolent, because of the refusal of 
packers to place any hides on sale. 

The Chicago calfskin market shows no 
change. Stocks are not large, and prices 
hold up to maximum schedule. Packer | 
skins are quoted 44c as are also the best 
city skins. Outside cities strong at 41 
to 42c. Countries 34c. New York City 
calfskins are quoted at $4.00, $5.00 and 
$6.00, and outside cities range about 
30c under these figures.
